Story of a Day’s Journey. 

From the convention. city by the 
Kaw to the boundary town on the Ar- 
kansas the Roosevelt train has been scorch- 
ing through Kansas today.

The material, of which the seventeen 
balloons are made, is a thick but light cot- 
ton cloth, coated with a preparation of gutta- 
percha, compounded according to the latest 
formula, and virtually absolutely impervi- 
ous to gas. Outside the entire framework 
is an envelope composed of a material which 


is not permeable by water or the rays of the 


gun. The nets inside each of the compart- 
ments and between the framework and the 
outer envelope are designed to prevent the 
separate balloons from touching each other, 
or contacting the external framework or 


covering.

We have a pertinent instance ot this in 
the hostile acts of France against China 
in 1884 and 1885. The French government 


took exception to the constant presence of

quin, which it was then engaged in subduing. 


Sample of French Policy. 

“The excuses, and protestations, and prom- 
iges of the Chinese government were deemed 
by France to be insufficient and delusive. 
France, however, did not wish to assume the 
grave step of engaging in war against China. 
Perry, then Prime Minister of France, 
adopted what he termed a policy of ‘ intelli- 
gent destruction.’ French vessels bombard- 
ed the arsenal of Foo Choo and too pos- 
session of certain points on the Chinese 
island of Formosa. All this time, however, 
negotiations were going on between France 
and China. The diplomatic agents of one 
country remained in the other, and a state 
of war was not held to exist between the two 
powers. It may be added, however, that the 
violence used in that case has been deemed 
by international law commentators an ex- 
tremity.“ 

Russia’s Enormous Resources. 
The Naval Intelligence office is in receipt 
of some interesting information from sources 
of advice on the Asiatic station. It is in the 
form of a jong report giving the extent and 
location of the Russian military force in 
Asia. It is shown that the Czar has extended 
‘an enormous military cordon along the 7,000 
miles of Asiatic frontier. Garrisons have 
been established along the system of mili- 
tary railroads from Batum on the Black Sea 
to Vladivostok on the Pacific Ocean. At the 
former place is a heavy garrison quartered 
in an impregnable fortress. 

Along the Persian frontier the record 
shows there is more than 100,000 Cossacks; 
at Kizilwait are more than 1,000 soldiers, at 
Askabas 6,000, at Nerv 7,000, at Kushk 40,000, 
Charjuy 1,000, at Oxus 3,000, at Samarcamb 
6,000, at Khojand on the main line intended 
eventually to veach Pekin 1,000, at Port 
Arthur 20,000, at the present terminus of the 
Transcapian branch 9,000, at Nikolskoe 
20,000, at Khabarobak 20,000. At other places 
are smaller garrisons, the total force along 
the Asiati¢ frontier maintained by Russia 
being fully 500,000 soldiers. Added to this is 
an admirable system of supply service, the 
Transportation department, which includes 
fully 10,000,000 horses and camels for carry- 
ing provisions and forage across the desert.

No words 
besides cheery “ Howdy” and an answer- 
ing Thank you” were exchanged, but 

the inspection was mutually interesting. 

This happened at 7:80 o'clock, and a few 
minutes later the Kansas City reception 
party was ushered in. It included C. H. 
Nearing, a Harvard classmate ‘of Roose- 
velt’s, and ex-Mayor Barnes of Kansas 
City.

Grand Rapids, Mich., July 2.— [Special. 
A newsboy Paul Revere saved hundreds 
of lives in Grand Rapids this morning. it 
was 8 o'clock, and many of the factory em- 
ployés, who live with their families in cot- 
tages near the bluff on which the city water 
reservoirs are located, were sleeping. A 
leak appeared in the largest of the two reser- 
voirs. The boy saw it, and, realizing the 
G@anger, ran like mad from house to house 
@rousing the inmates. 

Men and women fied, carrying their chil- 
Gren. It was a wild stampede, in which 
what few valuables the working people pos- 
sessed were lost thought of. Scarcely had 
the refugees reached points of safety, when 
the reservoir burst with a crash and the 
flood came. 
Only one life was lost in the disaster. The

One hundred houses were wrecked or so 
badly damaged as to make them unfit for 


Newsboy the Town’s Hero. 


The hero of the town tonight is Burt Bots- 


ford, the boy who spread the warning. He 
had the presence of mind to note the prob- 
able direction the torrents would take, and 
first warned thé occupants of the houses 
Which were in the greatest danger. The 
boy’s pluck confined the destruction to ad- 
joining property and the loss of one life, 
that of Mrs. William Cooper, whose house, 
four biocks from the reservoir, was caught 
by the rushing flood, lifted high from its 
foundations, turned completely over, and 
lo@ged against the branches of a great pop- 
lar tree, whence it fell to the ground, and 
was demolished. . 

Mrs. Cooper was swept from her chamber 
by the flood and carried more than two 
Docks from her house, where she was found 


Duried to her neck in the sand and gravel. 


Bhe was dug out and removed to a hospital, 
where she died. 

“The location of the reservoir was well cal- 
culated for vast loss of life and destruction 
of property in event of just such an acci- 
gent as cccurred. It is located upon the 
erést of the east side bluffs, and below the 
hills is a thickly populated district where 
live workingmen who can illy afford to lose 
their belongings. The break in the reservoir 
Was directly above these houses. 


When the leak was discovered by the 
wewsboy a stream not over six inches in 
width was trickling through the grass near 
the top of the reservoir. The boy knew of 
the pressure inside the monster cement 
‘basin, however. He thought no more of 
Welivering his’ papers, but ran to the fine 
brick house of Edwin Fallass, which stood 
on top of the hill, directly in front of the 
break in the reservoir, and shouted his 
words of warning. Then the boy rushed 
across the street to a less pretentious dwell- 
ing which stood just on the brink of the 
hill, where the torrent would be sure to 
Yndermine it as it swept into the valley

FOUND NEAR SUMMIT HOUSE. 


Fabyans, N. H., July 2.—{Special.}—In at- 
tempting to climb the Crawford bridle path 
to the summit of the Presidential Range, 
White Mountains, W. B. Curtis of New York, 
the famous authority of amateur athletics, 
and Allan Ormsbee perished during the 
storm which raged on Saturday and Sun- 
day. 

Mr. Curtis was a well-known writer upon 
all amateur athletics and was one of the 
founders of the New York Athletic club, 

Mr. Ormabee was an experienced mountain 
climber and a trained athlete. He was a 
member of the Crescent Athletic club of 
Brooklyn. 

The storm on Saturday and Sunday was 
the most severe ever known to the oldest 
guides in the White Mountains at this season 
of the year 


Started Early Saturday. 

Messrs. Curtis and Ormsbee took the 
morning train to the Crawford House, 
arriving there shortly after 9 o'clock, with 
the intention of ascending Mount Willard 
and then starting up the Crawford bridle 
path to the Summit House, Mount Wash- 
ington. The Crawford trail is about-mine 
miles in length and in most places is easily 
followed. 

On Saturday morning it was pleasant at 
the Crawford House, until about noon, when 
the clouds gathered thickly. Some anxiety 
was felt on Saturday night at the Summit 
House for Curtis and Ormsbee, but it was 
generally thought that they had not at- 
tempted to come up thetrail. 

Thaddeus F. Lowe and Byron D. Lowe, 
two expert guides, started out on Saturday 
night to see if they could find any trace of 
the men, The lanterns were extinguished 
almost before leaving the platform about 
the Summit House, and no further attempt 
was made to locate the men. 

On Sunday the severity of the storm pre- 
vented any one venturing from the summit. 
Finding the Bodies. 

This morning Lewis F. Cutter of Winches- 
ter found the body of Mr. Curtis | by 
the side of the path near the Lakes of the 
Clouds. The search for Ormsbee was then 
made, and the body was found a short dis- 
tance from the Summit House, hardly an 
eighth of a mile from the peak of Mount 
Washington. : 

In each case the position of the body indi- 
cated that the unfortunate man had strug- 
gied bravely forward until overcome by the 
severity of the storm. It is thought that 
they reached the shelter of Mount Monroe 
and that Mr. Curtis, being the elder, re- 
mained there, while Mr. Ormsbee, who was 
a vigorous and athletic man, attempted to 
reach the summit and summon help. .

LAKES LEAD IN TONNAGE. 


Bureau of Navigation Statistics Show 
Most Important Additions Are 
on Inland Waters. 


Washington, D. C., July 2.— [Special. 
of the great lakes the merchant marine 
would make a sorry showing. The Bureau 
of Navigation states that during the fiscal 
year ended on June 80, 1900, the total ton- 
nage officially numbered amounted to 417,- 
034 gross tons. | | 

The vessels built in the United States and 
officially numbered during the year aggre- 
gate 381,863 gross tons. This record was 
surpassed in 1874, when 482,725 gross tons 
were built in the United States and docu- 
mented. Of the new vessels built during 
the year 483 of 213,052 gross tons are steam 
vessels; 575, of 92,625 gross tons, are sail 
vessels, including barges with sail power, 
and 76,186 tons are barges, and a few canal- 
boats for Canadian trade without power of 
self-propulsion, The large proportion of 
steam vessels, 56 per cent of the total, makes 
this year’s addition to the fleet in value and 
in carrying power superior to the additions 
in 1874 or of any other year in our history. 

The most important additions of the year 
have been the large steel vessels built for 
the trade of the great lakes. They include 
the James J. Hilly ot 6,025 gross tons, the 
largest merchant vessel built in the United 
States during 1900, nine other lake steam- 
ships, and two steel schooner barges, each 


ships of over 4.000 gross tons. 

On the seaboard the largest vessel built 
is the steamship California, 5,879 gross tons, 
launched at San Francisco, which will be the 
pioneer vessel in opening regular steam 
communication between Hawall and the At- 
lantic ports of the United States. No other 
vessel of 5,000 gross tons or over on the sea- 
board has been numbered during the year, 
but six steamships of over 4,000 tons each 
for the Atlantic coasting trade have been 
built.

Consul General Gowdy will present 
the monument to the people of France in the 
name of the Daughters of the Revolution of 
the United States. Mesdames Jeones and 
Manning will conjointly unveil the statue.

Delcasse, will make the address of accept- 
ance, while Colonel Chaille Long will deliver 
the address of the day. Sousa’s band will 
furnish the music.

One of the features of the inauguration 
will bé the address by Archbishop Ireland 
ot the United States, who crossed the At- 
lantio for this occasion. 

The Nationalist press has been so hostile 
in its Attitude toward Archbishop Ireland 
that a demonstration is feared during his 
address tomorrow. The Archbishop said to- 
day that he is fully aware that the National- 
ist party in France is hostile toward him, 
but that he hoped in his address tomorrow to 
conciliate all Frenchmen. He deplores the 
division of the old conservative Catholics 
from the more advanced members of the 
church, and thinks the breach between them 
is injurious to the best interests of France, 


Resolution of Thanks.

News at Washington. 

Washington, D. . July 2.— Three cable

In another message General MacArthur 
said that the remains of Lieutenant Paul 
Draper, Twenty-second Infantry, were re- 
covered June 80 and were buried at San Isi- 
dro, Luzon. Lieutenant Draper was killed 
several days ago during an engagement at 
a point on the Nagapan River in northern 
Luzon, when he and his men were ambushed 
by the insurgents. 

‘Transport Warren Sails. 

The third stated that the trans- 
port Warren salled from Manila yesterday 
with a battalion of the Twenty-third United 
States Infantry, bound for San Francisco. 
The men in this battalion have nearly com- 
pleted their terms of enlistment or are in- 
capacitated for further active service. 

The departure of the transport Warren 
from Manila at this juncture is somewhat 
significant. It is one of the largest troop- 


ships in the service, and was relied upon to | 
carry a full regiment,.with arms and equip- | 


ment, to China in case of necessity. 

The only other large transport remaining 
at Manila available for that service is the 
Sherman, recently arrived from San Fran- 
cisco. There are two other smaller trans- 
ports, the Pennsylvania and Indiana, and 
three freight ships in the Philippines. The 
total carrying capacity of the entire availa- 
ble transport fleet now at Manila is about 
4,500 men, whereus, including the Warren, 
it was over 6,000. | 


REWARD FOR GALLANT RESCUE. 


Captain Becker Presented with Silver 
Coffee Pot for Heroism in Ma- 
nila Bay.

MANILA, May 27.—[{Correspondence. ]— 
Captain A. T. Becker, commanding fhe 
Quartermaster’s launch Seattle, plying in 
Manila Bay, has been presented with a sil- 
ver coffee pot in commemoration of his res- 
cue of several officers and men of Company 
G of the Thirty-second Volunteer Infantry 
on Dec. 10 last. 

A gale was blowing in Manila Bay that 
day and a lighter in tow of the Seattle was 
caught in the storm between Orani and Ma- 
nila. On board the lighter were Colonel 
Craig, Captain Craven, Quartermaster Cap- 
tain Rumbolt, Lieutenant Willlams-Foote, 
and forty-one soldiers of Company G. 

The lighter was loaded deep with regi- 
mental property and stores and made a 
heavy tew for the Seattle. Soon the seams 
of the lighter opened with the straining. It 
began to fill and the men on board were soon 
waist deep in water. «They threw the cargo 
overboard, but the lighter began slowly to 
sink. A heavy sea was running. When 
Captain Becker brought the Seattle near to 
the lighter in order to save those on board 
the tow line connecting the two boats got 
entangled h. the launch’s propeller and it 
became helpless. 

The lighter began to sink rapidly, and to 
save the lives of those on board Captain 
Becker dove over tke side of his boat and

The men at present 
are receiving $2 a day, working nine hours, 
which is about 18 per cent more than is be- 
ing paid in other manufacturing centers. 

It was agreed also that the date of the new. 
compact should be changed from Sept. 1 to 
July 1, this being a distinct concession on 
the part of the manufacturers. Their ob- 
jection to changing the date has been that 
the expiration of an agreement in July would 
come at the busiest season of the year, when 
oy might be more er less embarrassed 
Foresee a Long Struggle. 

A long and grim struggle is looked for by 
the leaders of the two opposing forces in the 
labor trouble.

DESPERATE SITUATION IN PEKIN. 

Each new revelation of the state of affairs 
in China tends to confirm the worst fears 
regarding the situation. There is no longer 
any doubt that Baron von Ketteler, the 
German Minister at Pekin, was murdered 
on the streets of the Chinese capita! at the 
beginning of the outbreak. After a silence 
of nearly three weeks, the Pekin diplomats 
have sent an authentic message by a native 
runner confirming the worst rumors as to 
the plight of Minister Conger and the rest 
of the party. This states that a week ago 
the American and Italian legation buildings 
had been burned, and that all the foreign 
officials were besieged in the British lega- 
tion. They were already short of food and 
in desperate straits. Fifty thousand 
Chinese soldiers were in and around Pekin, 
and the Chinese government had formally 
declared its inability to protect the lega- 
tions. 

If this was the condition of things a week 
ago, there seems to be but slender hope for 
the unfortunate diplomats, especially if it. 
is true that the Empress Dowager has fled 
from Pekin or has lost all control of the 
situation. It is now almost time for the 
arrival of the American forces from Manila, 
and undoubtedly no time will be wasted in 
getting an expedition organized when they 
arrive, if not before. But there is still hard 
fighting around Tien Tsin, and the experi- 


ence, of Admiral Seymour’s column shows 


plainly enough that there will be heavy 
fighting all the way to the Chinese capital, 
to say nothing of the battle that may ensue 
at the gates of the city itself. It will not 
pay to have a repetition of Seymour's ex- 
perience, This explains the present delay 
in going to the relief of Pekin. ‘ 

Until news comes that the worst has 
happened, all will cling to the hope that the 
Americans and Buropeans, who when last 
heard from were practically at the mercy 
of the infuriated Mongolians, will escape 
unharmed. If they are murdered, the price 
China will pay will be a costly one. 


THE POUGHKEEPSIE BOAT RACES. 
The intercollegiate boat races on the 


: Hudson at Poughkeepsie last Saturday were 


among the swiftest and closest contests of 
their kind ever held in this country, and the 
University of Wisconsin crews are to be 
congratulated upon their magnificent and 
spirited work. Though the Pennsylvania 
crew was the victor by half a boat length 
in the varsity race, the Badger boys rowed 
in splendid form throughout the four miles, 
finishing but two seconds behind the winner, 
whose time was 19:443-5. Cornell, the 
‘victor over Yale and Harvard three years 
ago, was three lengths behind, with Colum- 
bla and Georgetown close im the rear. It 
ig remarkable to have five eight-oared shells 
bunched in such swift and desperate com- 
petition throughout so long a course, and 
the spectators had good cause for their ex- 
citement. Wisconsin, the only representa- 
tive of the West, has every reason to be 
proud of its achievement. 25 
But if the Badgers fell just a little short 
of success on the main race, their fresh- 
man crew covered itself with glory. This 
was ‘an e‘ght-oared race of two miles, with 
the same five colleges competing. Wiscon- 
sin took the lead from the start and never 
lost it, though Pennsylvania for a time 


| came abreast. The terrific pace in the clos- - 
ing moments of the run was maintained with 
fine form, and the Western boys crossed the | 


line two and a half lengths ahead of Cor- 
nell, the closest rival at the finish, the time 
being 9:45 2-5. Both races were as remark-. 


able for their good rowing as for their speed 


record, and in both respects Wisconsin 
comes off with high honors. With the 
first-class materials in its freshman class, 
this university should be able to carry the 
cardinal to victory next year in the regular 
varsity race. | | 

While Pennsylvania rowed à beautiful 
race and fairly. won, first place, it is to be 
noted that it did so by the rather unsafe 
method ofa rapid stroke. Wisconsin rowed 
a slower stroke, with a powerful leg drive, 
while Pennsylvania hit up a high stroke 
most of the way.

| HE PURE FOOD Law. 

The pure food law, which was enacted by 
the General Assembly last year, has gone 
into full force. The object of the law is 
to stop entirely the sale of food products 
which contain harmful ingredients, and 
to compel vendors of food products which 
ate adulterated with ingredients which are 
harmless to brand or mark their goods so 
that the purchaser may know that that is 
the ease and may govern himself according- 


ly, Certainly this is an excellent law, and | 


consumers will be thankful for the promise 
which is made that it is to be enforced 
rigidly. 

The interesting question is how far con- 
sumers who have been in the habit of buy- 
ing harmless adulterated goods will con- 
tinue to do so when they are confronted by 
labels or brands setting forth the fact that 
those goods are adulterated. If they de- 
mand pure goods, they will have to pay more 
for them than they have been paying for 
the inferior goods they have been in the 
habit of buying. The latter will remain, 
presumably, as good as they were before. 
The persons who have been buying them 
ought to have known from their cheapness 
that they were not quite what they pre- 
tended to be. Often, however, they did not 
know, and it may be they will tarn from the 
adulterated, low-priced goods to the pure 
and more expensive goods. : 

The latter are in reality the cheaper. He 
who buys goods which have been aduite- 
rated at the expense of more labor and 

enuity than an equal bulk of pure goods 
ould call for has to pay for that labor. 
It costs something to mix corn flour with 
wheat flour, and that extra cost is charged 
to the ignorant consumer. But as there 
ate persons who persist in buying oleo- 
margarine, even when branded, because it 
is cheaper than butter, so no doubt there 
are people who will keep on buying imita- 


tion jellies and jams and adulterated spices,

ROOSEVELT’S POPULARITY. 
It anybody had any doubts about the 
popularity of Theodore Roosevelt as a

He went to the modest, little church of 
the Dutch Reformed denomination in Chi- 
cago and captured the boys with a good 
speech and the old people with familiar 
rhymes in Dutch, while the girls took him 
by storm and caused him to surrender 
at discretion.

To preserve a sound mind in a sound body 
one must, says the writer, observe the laws 
of health with regard to food, exercise, and 
sleep. Few become insane who, with suf- 
ficient mental occupation, daily take two 
or three hours of vigorous exercise in the 
open air, and do not protract exciting studies 
or business far into the night. “ The ob- 
servance of one day in seven by a complete 
change in stibjects of thought, and the sus- 
pension of modes of activity required for 
six days, would be philosophical, even 
though it had no basis in religion.” Other 
foes to sanity that the doctor mentions are 
anxiety, exaggerated sensitiveness, and 


the lack of occupation that great wealth 


makes possible. The best prescription for 
insomnia dates, he says, from the time of 
Solomon: The sleep of a laboring man is 
sweet, whether he eat little or much; but 
the abundance of the rich will not suffer 
him tosleep.” | 
These are old truths that long ago men 
grappled to their souls with steel hooks, 
but the grapplings have become weak and 
it is well to see to it that they are tightened. 


SUBMARINE TORPEDO BOATS. 
Rear Admiral Hichborn, Chief Con- 


structor, U. S. N., has contributed a paper 


ofthe highest importance from a naval 
point of view to the Engineering Maga- 
zine, in which he demonstrates the suc- 
cess of the new Holland submarine boat. 
It may surprise the general reader to learn 
that the idea of the submarine boat is 
nothing new, for Cornelius Van Drebbel, 
a Hollander, in 1624 took twelve persons 
for an under water run, carrying com- 
pressed air for them to breathe. Admiral 
Hichborn reviews the development of the 
submarine boat from that time to this 
much in detail, and brings out the in- 
teresting fact that Robert Fuiton was 
turning out twin-screw, handworked boats 
of this kind before he devoted his atten- 
tion to steam navigation. | 
The evolution of the submarine boat has 


culminated in the Holland design, which J bu 


Admiral Hichborn not only declares is 
successful but which he believes in its 
present development represents a capability 
and effectiveness which will not be exceeded 
for many years to come, He regards it 
as the most advanced example of its type, 
though he eoncedes that speed as great 
as the fastest torpedo boat, great radius of 
action, direction of course towards a yisi- 
ble object while beneath the surface, com- 
fort as a habitation for long periods of time, 
and unlimited quantities of air for power 
and respiration cannot be had until some 
new and most efficient way of acquiring 
power is discovered and until some startling 
discoveries in chemistry are made. . 

Examining the tactical elements estab- 
lished by the Holland, however, he 
reaches the conclusion that its success has 
been demonstrated. Its radius of action 
on the surface is 1,500 miles, which he 
considers sufficient for a small craft. Its 
surface speed is ten knots, which is suf- 
ficient because surface running is only made 
when proceeding to action and out of the 
zone of gun fire, and its submerged speed 
seven knots, which is sufficient when operat- 
ing from inshore against outside vessels. 
Its control and direction are perfectly satis- 
factory both on the vertical and horizontal 
plane. Its ventilation is also satisfactory. 
Its field of vision when submerged is nil, 
but it could only secure that advantage by 
the loss of the perfect invisibility which 


adds so much to its effectiveness in attack, 


It is sufficiently habitable to be endured for 
a few days at a time and the crew will 
always be dry and warm without suffering 
from heat, Its armament is entirely satis- 
factory, as it can deliver torpedoes with 
even greater accuracy than other types of 
craft. Its surface motive power is all right, 
but its submerged, motive power is only 
acceptable, being a cumbersome storage
